FINDING YOUR LIFE WORK 
Several years ago the Commission on 
Life Service of the Methodist Episcopal 

Church published a pamphlet under the 
above caption, written by Edmund D. Soper, 
now head of the School of Religious Educa- 
tion, of Duke University. His suggestions 
are exceedingly valuable and they should be 
passed on to every young person. 

1. Realizing that you are a child of God, 
place your life in His hands for direction 
and control. 

He knows what is best. He has a plan 
for each life and He will make it known. 
Rom. 8:28; Eph. 2:10; Phil. 2:13. 

2. Is your life to be one of service or self 
seeking? Settle that question once and for 
all. 

This question is to be asked, whatever 
business or profession you enter. To be tru- 
ly Christian any lifework must have service 
as its chief motive. Matt. 22:35-40. 

38. Enter some form of Christian service 
where you are now. 

You can scarcely expect God’s guidance 
if you are not following the leads into ser- 
vice that are around you all the time. A 
rudder is of no use to a boat unless the 
boat is moving. John 4:35. 

4. Become a student of the world and its 
need of what you can do. 

You may be surprised to find how many 
avenues of service there are. The Spirit 
of God works with facts and calls through 
needs and these can only be supplied by 
placing ourselves in touch with the oppor- 
tunities of today. Luke 10:30-37. 

5. Study carefully the great examples of 
God’s leading as found in the Bible. 

It is scarcely possible that your experi- 
“ence will differ essentially from that of the 
servants of God in the Old and New Testa- 
ments. Gen. 12:1-3; Exod. 3:7-12; Josh. 
1:1-9; Isa. 6:1-8; Jer. 1:4-10; Acts 9:1-9. 

No better opportunity of carrying out this 
particular suggestion is afforded than by a 
most thorough study of the book, “The Call 
To Prophetic Service,’— Prof. Henry 
Schaeffer, of our own Theological Seminary, 
Chicago, Ill. This is one of the greatest 
books of its kind that has yet appeared and 
it will be one of the best $3.25, that any 
young person has ever invested. 

We have been in this particular field of 
work long enough to know that there is con- 
siderable confusion in the minds of many 
young people and leaders of young people, 
as to both the meaning of Life Service and 


the methods to be used in recruiting for the 
various forms of Life Service. There exists 
by no means an uncommon conception, that 
youth is herded into life occupations much 
as we lead sheep into their pens, or pick 
them out method, as we pick apples off the 
tree. Many have the idea that we should 
adopt some specific plans and “tricks of 
trade” by which youth is placed into life 
work and have likely looked in vain for this 
Department to furnish them. 

“Recruiting for Life Service is a spiritual 
task and must be a continuous process. It 
requires spiritual preparation. It must not 
be allowed to become mechanical, artificial 
or professional. Whoever undertakes this 
work must prepare himself as for a spiritual 
achievement. Wherever those who engage 
in recruiting, fail to sound the spiritual note 
and do not define the great end as essential- 
ly spiritual, the work will tend to become 
superficial and will be fraught with peril 
for the future of the church.” 

Dr. Schaeffer, in the above named book, 
in the preface, indicates that “We shall 
never succeed by purely psychological 
means, in unravelling the call-experience 
of a prophet or preacher and in analyzing it 
without any residue. Such an experience 
marks a distinct crisis in the life of the in- 
dividual, through which he becomes con- 
scious of his call from God and his mission 
to the people. In describing the event the 
prophets do not speak of a resolution or 
purpose, framed by themselves, to devote 
themselves to their prophetic task. They 
would not presume to speak for God on their 
own authority. They have been divinely 
commissioned to act as His messengers. 
Gladly would they evade the call, if they 
could. But they are under divine com- 
pulsion. We are told inso many words that 
in a moment of spiritual exaltation they had 
been transported into the Divine presence. 
God was so near and real to them that they 
actually had a vision of the Deity. They 
were absolutely certain that they had met 
God and that He had spoken to them. A 
great religious experience is a tremendous 
responsibility. They could not leave the 
presence of the Most High without receiv- 
ing’ a message from the divine Sovereign. 
The man who has seen God must testify for 
Him. To see God—no matter how—is the 
all-important thing.” 

The purpose, plans and objectives, as the 
Life Service Secretary sees them, are to get 
youth and God together. Not, that God 
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is not always at hand to direct but because 
youth is all too often not lending its pres- 
ence and listens to the Babel voices of the 
world. Youth must be brought under the 
influence of the Holy Spirit and we believe 
that He works especially through the Word 
of God. The whole spirit of the age is to 
depend only on human intelligence and in- 
genuity and to emphasize only occupations 
which obtain a good position in society, 
which attain money, offer success in busi- 
ness, assure success in commerce, get an 
economically safe position, ete. The schools 
and vocational experts treat the ministry, 
deaconess work, missionaries and their like 
as though they did not count or exist. God 
is given no thought or chance in the matter. 
Hence again we insist that our methods 
must be such as will take God into account 
and get youth in touch with Him and He 
will give the vision, the flaming bush or 
whatever method seems good to Him in 
placing us in our rightful place in life. 

6. Drink deeply at the unfailing spring 
of the spirit of service, the example of our 
Master Christ. ; 

You are to be His follower, wherever 
you go and whatever the form of your life 
work is to be. To catch His spirit and 
learn what He meant by living for others 
will be the most helpful factor in determin- 
ing what you ought to be and do. Luke 4: 
16-21; Mark 10:42-45; John 17:18-19. 

7. Learn the art of listening to God. 

Let meditation and prayer be the atmos- 
phere in which some part of each day is 
spent. God is without doubt more anxious 
to lead us aright than we are to be led, but 
most of us are too busy and too noisy with- 
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in to hear the still small voice of His guid- 
ance. I Kings 19:11-16; James 1:5-8; Prov. 
O29.) Os 

8. Study the significance of the outward 
circumstances of your life. 

God may be seeking to work out His pur- 
poses through daily experiences and oppor- 
tunities which cross your path. Nothing 
is without significance if we can read its 
meaning. Disappointments and glad sur- 
prises, sorrow and loss as well as honors 
and advancement, are frequently God’s 
method of turning us in the direction of 
His will. Acts 16:6-10; Psa. 119, We 
Esther 4:13-14. 


9. Live close to God and learn the dis- 
cipline of self-control. 

Choosing a lifework is one of the evi- 
dences and expressions of growth in charac- 
ter. You cannot expect to be guided unless 
your life is moving in the direction of great- 
er purity and honor and usefulness. II 
Tim. 4:7; Titus 3:8; I Tim. 6:11-16. 

10. When the time comes make a decision. — 

Let it be made deliberately and be per- 
fectly sure that it is a conclusion you your- 
self have reached as a result of your own 
thinking and study and prayer. Do not 
be afraid of a decision made when you are 
at your best and after the most careful con- 
sideration. Psa. 25:12; Psa. 87:5. : 


11. Act in accordance with your decision, i 
making all your plans with that end in view. 

You will thus become confirmed in your : 
choice and become increasingly sure that 
you are in the line of God’s will and that 
you have His presence as a constant guide — 
and support. Luke 11:13; John 16, 83. : 


MINNESOTA’S NORTHERN WORK 


This is a fine example of the Luther League 
spirit translated into missionary service. What 
if every State and District and Local were 
setting out on similar missionary projects with- 
in their own territory along with the far-flung 
service for Christ across the seas! 


In November, 1928, a letter came to Rev. 
C. L. Grant, of Faith Church, St. Paul, 
from a young woman named Emmeline 
Lambrecht, who was teaching in a school 
ten miles north of Waskish, on upper Red 
Lake, Beltrami County, describing the god- 
less condition of the community in which 
she lived. The letter was referred to Field 
Missionary, R, H. Gerberding, who, after 
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several exchanges of letters with Miss Lam- 
brecht, visited her and appraised the situa-— 
tion in May, 1924. He reported conditions — 
to the Board of Home Missions and Church — 
Extension of the United Lutheran Church 
in America, and got the assurance of the 
District Superintendent, the Rev. J. S. Her-_ 
old, that if some organization in the State 
would undertake to pay $1,000 of a travel-— 
ing missionary’s salary, annually, the Board — 
would supplement it sufficiently to call a_ 
man to that work. A second visit to the 
territory was made in October, 1924, by 
pastors Gerberding and F. C. Wunder, the 
latter of St. John’s Church, Minneapolis. 
Through their reports the Minnesota and 
Superior State Luther League was actuated — 
to undertake the raising of $1,000 for ll 
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purpose. Due to the priority given the 
Andhra College cause at the 1925 conven- 
tion it was not until the 1926 meeting that 
the first $1,000 was reported. But the 
State League then reaffirmed its action of 
two years previous and pledged itself to 
reach the same amount annually there- 
_after. When this action was reported to the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion, the Board reaffirmed its assurance of 
cooperation, but deferred definite action un- 
til a man could be found willing to under- 
take the work. The Synodical Home Mis- 
sion Committee has been on the lookout for 
such a man and now believes it has found 
the right one, and hopes to put him in the 
field as soon as weather and road conditions 
make the work feasible this coming spring. 


THE NEED 


The need of such work in Northern Min- 
nesota can best be seen from extracts from 
Miss Lambrecht’s letters: “I find that the 
nearest church is 30 miles away. Then all 
around my school for perhaps a hundred 
square miles there is not a single church. 
The children are very immoral, and the 
parents are seemingly hopelessly degraded. 
It breaks my heart to see my pupils so igno- 
rant of Christ. Some of them have grown 
to manhood or womanhood without once 
entering a church or ever hearing God’s 
name mentioned.” In another letter, “The 
people would probably drive us from the 
country if we started a Sunday School. 
They are very much opposed to any church 
—don’t even believe in God. ... Can we 
allow them to bury their dead in the back- 
yard and raise their children without 
Christening or any other Christian form, 
forever?”—These letters came from Was- 
kish in 1928-24. 


FURTHER PROGRESS 


A year later Miss Lambrecht was at an- 

‘other school in the same county, but not 
so far north. There she found a warmer 
reception to her efforts to carry on a Sun- 
day School. But a difficulty of another kind 
met her, namely, the dire poverty of the 
people, that prevented the children from 
coming even to school because of lack of 
sufficient clothing. But through the help 
of St. John’s Luther League of Minneapo- 
lis, clothing and books were sent and her 
Sunday School there was a success. 
-- This year again, in an entirely new dis- 
trict, at Grygla, on the other side of Red 
Lake, she again finds herself fifty miles 
from a railroad, in a community of 250 
souls without a church. These are but 
three localities in a wide stretch of un- 
churched territory whose scope is worthy 
of a special study. 


A HAUNTING IMPRESSION 
Rev. Wunder writes the following: 


A word about an indelible and sgoul- 
haunting impression received at the Wask- 
ish district school along the northeast shore 
of Upper Red Lake of our state. The school 
teacher startled. us with the information that 
practically all of her score of varied-aged 
children were Bolshevistic and atheistic, and 
that the whole region round about was simi- 
larly tainted. While Pastor Gerberding con- 
tinued interviewing the teacher, I corralled 
the awe-stricken children in an outdoor cor- 
ner of the white frame structure. After a 
few ice-breaking queries I was soon telling 
them of the love of God, illustrating my 
thought with a New Testament story. But 
in a brief moment or two it seemed useless 
to continue, for awe was now supplanted by 
buffoonery, coarse jeers, threats, and a show 
of deep hate. 

At this junction my mental prayer was 
answered by a disheveled-haired girl of 
fifteen. Though evidently of subnormal 
mentality, she was urgent in her attempts 
to hush the rising gang spirit by admin- 
istering quick blows. She was both ashamed 
of her schoolmates’ maltreatment, and thirst- 
ing for the message she had all her life been 
hoping for. The difficulty of my continued 
remarks was materially eased by her per- 
sistent endeavor to maintain the group’s 
decorum. My memory centers on her coun- 
tenance, marked by long hunger after God. 
Her soul thirst was engraved upon her face 
with indications of deep struggling inten- 
sity. Shall not we Luther Leaguers, of the 
same state, “Whose souls are lighted with 
wisdom from on high,’ awaken, and by 
prayer, gift, and service, convert for them 
the words of Jesus into fact, for they are 
still only prophetic to our northern brethren, 
—Blessed are they who hunger and thirst 
after righteousness, for they shall be filled.” 


THE SCOPE OF THE WORK TO BE DONE 


If we should consider Beltrami county 
alone, where the three schools just men- 
tioned are located, we should have an im- 
mense territory in which there is no church 
work done. A pastor of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Synod located at Kelliher has four 
congregations and six preaching points to 
handle alone. But he cannot reach as far 
north as Waskish and the great section be- 
yond. North of him there is an expanse of 
country, sparsely settled, it is true, but with 
roads and drainage ditches at least every 
four miles each way, and with schools at 
almost every crossroad. The country was 
better populated before the war, but that 
cataclysm together with economic and 
weather conditions forced about two-thirds 
of the settlers to leave, and abandoned 
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farms are seen everywhere. Much of the 
soil is peat land, which is not very produc- 
tive, but the University is experimenting 
with it and scientific methods will make it 
30, while there is also much good productive 
soil also. The population is bound to in- 
crease, and the church should be planted 
now. 

Although Beltrami county has been the 
special field called to our attention, and will 
be the logical starting point for the North- 
ern Minnesota Missionary’s work, yet the 
possibilities of expansion of the work are 
limitless. There is the large new county of 
Lake of the Woods to the north, then the 
range country to the west, full of un- 
churched Lutherans in the remoter sections, 
and then the vast reaches of the arrowhead 
country where truly pioneer circuit riding 
will have to be done to reach the scattered 
settlers. He cannot hope to organize many 
congregations. His duty will be largely that 
of holding occasional services as he goes 
from place to place, once a month, or even 
once in six months, as he finds little groups 
willing to hear the Word of God, and to 
encourage local people, such as the school 
teachers and others to keep Sunday Schools 
going between his visits. 

Or perhaps he can ‘spend a week or two 
continuously in some places, catechising peo- 
ple for confirmation and holding services 
nightly. In short his work will be quite dif- 
ferent from that of any resident pastor or 
even of the Field Missionaries, we Luther 
Leaguers know. 


THE PROGRESS BEING MADE 


There are three definite evidences of prog- 
ress. The first is that the treasurer of the 
state League has in hand or in definite 
promises the first $1,000, ready to pay out 
in monthly installments to the missionary 
as soon as he begins the work. The second, 
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is that our intrepid little school teacher, 
Miss Lambrecht, is on the job, and already 
has two Sunday Schools in operation. Of 
the one in Grygla she says in a recent letter: 
“Some of my brave children come to school 
pretty thinly clothed and eating dry bread. 
. . . My Sunday School is more than suc- 
cessful. Every one enjoys it. I have every 
boy and girl in my district enrolled. I am 
sure they now honor the Sabbath day more 
than formerly. There is a more charitable 
disposition among them... . It is easily seen 
that the morale of the entire population of 
this section of the state would be bettered 
with the establishment of such schools and 
churches.” 

The third evidence of progress is that a 
man has come forward and offered himself 
to the Board for this work. His name must 
be withheld for the time being so as not 
to upset his own present congregation pre- 
maturely. Here are some things he says: 
“The Spiritual need of Northern Minnesota 
has been impressing my mind with increas- 
ing force.—I have felt a strange pull—The 
Northern Minnesota work has seemed the 
voice of God saying, ‘Who will Go?’” ‘He 
speaks of the lack of any reason why he 
should leave his present field, but concludes, 
“We have counted the cost and are willing 
to pay it” and definitely states his readiness 
to go. Surely the Lord has opened the way 
to the Luther Leaguers of our great state 
to do a big and unique piece of the King’s 
Business, and by His grace we cannot fail. 

Miss Lambrecht says: “Surely, if we can 
spread religion to China and India we can do 
so in our own state.” The pastor who has 
volunteered for this work says he always 
wanted to be a foreign missionary, but the 
way never seemed open, and he wonders 
whether the Lord has not kept him for this 
very service in our home field. And who 
would deny it?

game. 

The lists of Bible verses for this pur- 
pose may be made very interesting by care- 
fully selecting the verses. Have plenty of 
Old Testament verses, and plenty of well- 
known ones. It is a game to test your 
knowledge of the books of the Bible in their 
proper order, as is the following. 


Books of the Bible—Have names of all 
the books of the Bible on separate slips of 
paper. Pin a name on each person in your 
group, for instance, if you have 25 in your 
group, take the first 25 books, mix them up 
well, pin them on. Then ask them to get the 
books in the proper order, standing in line. 


- Then read the names of the books. Remove 


your slips, give out 25 more, and so on until 
you have covered all the books of the Bible. 


Jumbled Names—Take Biblical names and 
transpose the letters. Make a list of fifteen 
names, and see who can put the names in 
their proper spelling. 


Bible Places and People—Prepare a set 
of cards, 100 or more, writing on the back 
some place or person found in the Bible, 
such as, “A strong man,” on the front of 
the card the initial “S.” The leader reads 
what is on the back of the card. The first 
person who answers correctly receives the 
ecard. See who can get the most cards, A 
most interesting set of cards can be made 
up by any one who has a fairly good knowl- 
edge of the Bible stories, with names of 
people and places. 

In place of having refreshments, let each 
person bring the amount they would ordin- 
arily give toward the refreshments, setting 
this sum aside toward helping to bring the 
Bible to those who do not yet know it.

“WHAT IS REAL CHRISTIANITY?” 


Acts 16:16-33; John 13:34, 35 

To Leaders: Let us make a problem meeting of this. 
If you can plan a program that will get your Leaguers 
to think seriously about the answer to this question, 
you will have made your meeting well worth while. 
Assign a problem to one or two members. Let them 
have at least a week to think about the questions 
at the close of the problem. Open your meeting as 
you wish but leave the Scripture reading till called 
for in the outline. You present the problem and 
then call for those assigned to open discussion. 
When the first is finished satisfactorially, go on to the 
second. When there is clear difference of opinion 
call for a vote at the close of the discussion. The 
final few minutes could be used by constructing a 
definition of Real Christianity using a blackboard 
and asking for suggestions. After selecting a defini- 
tion by vote ask the pastor or some one competent 
to criticise it.. You can find help in preparing an 
introductory talk by use of the Topics Booklet.

TOPIC 


What is Real Christianity? In answer- 
ing this vital question, we will use the 
problem method. First I will present a 
problem and then we will open the meeting 
for discussion. This will be a good meet- 
ing in proportion to the number that are 
interested enough to take part. 
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PROBLEM 1 


The Literary Digest for January 8th 
quotes William J. Brittain, aged twenty-one, 
who writes in The Guardian, a periodical of 
the Church of England. We hope he is not 
so representative of English youth as he 
seems to think himself: 

“No, our religion is not of the Church— 
at least, as laid down by the ritual and ten- 
ets of the Church. Our religion is our work, 
our play, our music, our literature, our love 
—whatever we are doing. We are con- 

‘trolled by a great instinct to do everything 
well.. We try to do and think thoroughly 
and nobly. And we know that when we can 
do this, we are happy. We try, then, to be 
happy. That is our religion.” 

Is he describing real Christianity? If 
not, what is wrong? 

PROBLEM 2 


Here is another answer “Christianity is 
personal. It just has to do with my God 
and me. If I recite my creed, pray, go to 
Church, that is enough. I do not want my 
pastor to talk about social questions. What 
has Christianity to do with war or indus- 
trial relations, or crime, or any such ques- 
tions? Christianity is a way of getting 
saved, and I’m on it.” 

How are you going to answer that? 

PROBLEM 3 

“Are you a Christian, friend?” “Yes, sir, 
I am a Christian. I do not want to boast 
but my neighbors will all agree that I live 
an A-1 life. I am honest in my dealings, 
generous with my neighbors, ready to help 
in every good cause. I do not go to church 
much because frankly I don’t need it. The 
pastor is always harping on loving God. 
Now if he would talk more about honesty 
and square dealing I might go oftener. Any 
way I am as good as those that go. Sure 
I believe in Christ, why I believe every 
word of the creed. The Church is a good 
thing for a lot of folks who are weak and 
can’t live up to their religion, and of course 
I send the children to Sunday School, but 
I can be just as good a Christian staying 
home on Sunday morning.” 

What are we going to do with a fellow 
like that? Looks like a hard ease. 


PROBLEM 4 


“Friend are you the possessor of real 
Christianity?” “Sure I am a Christian, 
wasn’t I confirmed? Why I never let a year 
go by without going to Communion. Then 
I make it a practice to go to Church on 
Christmas and Easter. I take in a special 
service now and then, too. I like to hear 
the children recite on Children’s Day for 
one thing. I give to the Church too. I 
have often told the pastor that I was right 
with him, only he must not expect me to 
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come out every Sunday or take any office 
in the Church. I have other things that 
claim my time on Sundays.” 

Is the now-and-then-when-I-feel-like-it 
chap a real Christian? If not, what is he? 


PROBLEM 5 


Read Acts 16:16-33. 

What does believe mean in verse 31? 
Is it a matter of the mind? Or of the heart? 
Or of both mind and heart? Give examples 
from the New Testament of the kind of be- 
lief that saves. 


PROBLEM 6 


Read John 13:34, 35. 

Is there any conflict between this defini- 
tion of real Christianity and the one we 
just discussed? Is loving service of others 
real Christianity? Or is Christian service 
an evidence of real Christianity? Is real 
Christianity the love of Christ and faith 
in Christ that produce assurance of salva- 
tion and a loving service to others? Can 
you construct a better definition?

Topic 


Our Bible lesson begins with a “Where- 
fore.” This looks back to that which came 
before. “God highly exalted Him and gave 
unto Him the name which is above every 
name, that in the name of Jesus every knee 
should bow.” Wherefore? Because Jesus 
“humbled himself and became obedient unto 
death.” To us “Christ My King” means 
nothing apart from “Christ My Crucified 
Saviour.” The cross is ever within the 
crown, 

Palm Sunday seemed a triumph, and in a 
sense was a triumph. Yet it was but a day 
of formal kingship. It was a day of bent 
knees, prostrated bodies. The Palm Sun- 
day Christ wants is a day of bowed hearts, 
prostrated lives. The real kingship of 
Christ today as then rests on other signs 
of royalty than a prancing horse or waving 
palms. Just what are some of the character- 
istics of His true kingship.

Kingship that depends on force is not 
worth the price. How many earthly kings 
have learned this to their sorrow. The 
kingdom of love is the kingdom that lasts.

How many poor rich men have discovered 
this. If you begin forcing your kingship 
on others, they keep growing stronger and 
demand more force. If a company of sol- 
diers will do today, tomorrow you will 
need’ a regiment. If you try to rule by 
superior wisdom you soon find yourself 
nm a race of wits. Rule by love is a 
rule that can never be broken. This is the 
kingship Christ wants over your life. He 
has the power, the resources and the wisdom 
to conquer you, but he refuses to use them. 
you are free even to reject Him. You can 
bend the knee or not. The only captivity in 
His kingdom is the captivity of love. He 
calls you. Will you answer? 
MIND 

‘The Kingship of Christ demands submis- 
sion of mind. Bent knees are not enough. 
The vast majority of those who bowed to 
Him and shouted for Him would have been 
willing to die for Him in a heroic attempt 
to win freedom for Israel from Rome. He 
‘could be their King if he would conform to 
their ideas of kingship. So with thousands 
today. They insist upon their own selfish 
ambitions in life and when He comes be- 
tween them and their wants and desires, 
they are ready to take Him to the cross. If 
we would belong to His Kingdom we must 
think His thoughts, accept His plans for 
our lives, not insist on our own.

HEART 

Heart is deeper than mind. Loving is 
more binding than thinking, indeed, our 
loving largely rules our thinking. Christ 
wants rulership over your inner affections 
and if you give Him a chance He will win 
you. “We love Him because He first loved 
us.” His love is a constant appeal to us to 
surrender to Him. It was love for Him that 
took most of His disciples from their home 
interests and drew them as the magnet 
draws the steel, wherever He went. This 
is the way we too must take if He is to be 
our King in fact as well as in name. We 
must learn to know Him, by hearing the 
story of His life from Matthew, Mark, Luke 
and John. We must look at the cross and 
hear Him say “This I did for thee, what 
hast thou done for Me?” 

We may often misunderstand Him. Peter 
did. But if we love Him we will find our 
way through the misunderstandings. If 
we really believe that He found for us for- 
giveness of sins and everlasting life, how 
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can we help but see the cross through our 
tears. 

To let him rule our hearts will mean a 
change in the plan of our lives, or it may 
mean a new spirit in the life we now live. It 
may mean China, India, Africa, or Japan 
or it may mean a more sacrificial life right 
where we live. “Jesus will be all in all, or 
not at all.” Dr. Speer has given us a strik- 
ing statement, but true as striking. We 
cannot be double in our love. We can not 
serve God and Mammon. 

Palm Sunday is a clarion call for you 
to accept the Kingship of Christ in your 
personal life. Will you hear Him? Not 
just a King but my King, this is the demand 
of Palm Sunday, 1927. Oh the joy, His 
joy and yours, if you are ready to sur- 
render your life to His demand.

Topic 


This has been a great day, one of the 
greatest in the whole Church year. Haster 
marks the conquest of death, and death 
has been man’s most dreaded enemy. It 
may seem like an anti-climax for us to 
gather in League on this day of days to 
consider an Easter subject. But there are 
advantages in our talking over in a very 
practical way the meaning of Easter to us. 
Easter is not just a great historical event. 
It is that, of course. We believe that the 
Easter story is history and have no patience 
with making it a sort of fairy story no 
matter how many morals we could draw 
from it. But it is more than history. It is 
a promise of something to you and to me, 
something that we can have right now, in 
April, 1927. 

MourRNEr’s DAy 

Of course Easter is the day of assurance 
of eternal life. Because Jesus broke the 
bonds of death, and lives, we shall live also. 
We can well think of the comfort Haster 
brings to those who have laid their loved 
ones to rest in the quiet Church yard. Till 
Easter fear was the comrade of the grave. 
The world mourned as without hope. Even 
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in Hebrew thought there was little to give 
assurance to the bereaved, little certainly 
in comparison to Christian assurance. 
Thank God for the Easter hope of heaven. 


LirE Now 


The proof-reader is going over his proof, 
word by word, sentence by sentence. His 
keen eye notes that two sentences should 
be made one. He makes a short stroke of 
the pen and the period that separates them 
becomes a comma. They are one. So the 
divine proof-reader sees how man has di- 
vided life. There is life here. There is 
life after death. The period that divides is 
the grave. Easter changes the period into 
the comma and makes both lives one. Be- 
fore Christ the tomb was a bar, an ending 
place, a sealed door. After Christ the tomb 
became a threshold, a way, a gate into 
continued life. 

This is our faith. What does it mean to 
us today? If we know that our life, the 
life we now have, will never die, will we not 
live more carefully? ‘Too often we are like 
the man who spent all he had on erecting 
the scaffolding and had nothing left with 
which to build. We plane and paint, we fit 
and fix, till our outer life seems a model of 
perfection. But it is the inner life that is 
forever. Are we building into that inner life 
habits of prayer and daily Bible reading? 
Do we find time for Christian service to the 
poor and outcast? Will we sacrifice to send 
the story of Jesus with His Easter victory 
to nations that know Him not? Are the 
major interests of our lives the kind of 
interests that will be the concern of heaven? 
If we really thought we were going to play 
harps through eternity, we would all take 
up harp practice in earnest. That of course 
is foolish, but we do know that the inter- 
ests of eternal life are love, gentleness, ser- 
vice, sacrifice, complete unselfishness. We 
do know that we shall be like Him when we 
see Him as He is. Wouldn’t it be well to 
start Christlikeness now? 


THE NEw LIFE 


The very height of the Christian goal, 
Christlikeness, would only make us the more 
discouraged if we did not know where to 
turn for help in attaining it. The power 
isnot in us. The perfections of the heaven- 
ly life only tantalize us if we have to attain 
them by ourselves. St. Paul went a long 
way on the Christian path and yet called 
himself chief of sinners. Good old Doctor 
Miller of Hartwick had his life confession 
set in the stone of his monument: “A sinner 
saved by grace.” Yet his Christ-like quali- 
ties were far above the average. We need 
power welling up within our lives if we 
are to live the new life. We are dead in 
trespasses and sins and we soon discover 
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it when we start out to live the Christian 
life sincerely. This is not a theory, but a 
situation. Of course it is a doctrine but 
when we try to be sincere Christians in our 
homes, in our schools, in our places of busi- 
ness, in our recreations, then we find out 
that there is a power holding us back, a dead 
weight to carry. 

Just as truly as Jesus struck off the bonds 
of fear by his Easter victory, he made avail- 
able new resources in power. Many great 
teachers have set ideals of right living, but 
Jesus alone offers power for the new life. 
The difference between the Ten Command- 
ments and Jesus is the difference between 
stone and friendship. Jesus is here to help 
us live the new life now. The only way his 
presence can be proved is by trusting it. 

That was a wise old pastor to whom a 
young woman came with her doubts. There 
were the miracles of Jesus. There was the 
crowning wonder of all, the Resurrection. 
She had lost her faith. The old man did 
not argue with her. Instead, he said, “Do 
you really want to win out over your doubt.” 
“I'd do anything to have the same inno- 
cent trust that I had last year.” “Then,” 
he said, “the cure is easy if you will do 
just as I say. Start out this very after- 
noon trying to live as though Jesus was be- 
side you and every day for the next month 
make that the dominant thought of your 
life.” She went out seriously to try to live 
as in Jesus’ presence. In less than a month 
she was back in her pastor’s study, face 
radiant with refound assurance. Let Easter 
begin in your hearts today. Arise in the 
strength of Christ from your grave of sin. 
Taste the joys of eternity today. The new 
life is yours.

WHAT COUNTRY WOULD I 


CHOOSE? 
Acts 1:8 


Suggestions to Leaders: This program is full of 
opportunities, whether it is presented in the form in 
which it is given below or in another form. The 
Annual Report of the Foreign Missions of the Lu- 
theran Church in America is full of material that 
will be helpful in enlarging the program. The 
Lutheran Fact Series recommended with supple 
mentary literature will also be helpful. After the 
statements included in the program about various 
countries have been made, there should be men- 
tion of other missionaries. The leader may pass 
around slips at the preceding meeting with this 
request: ‘‘Please name one missionary to .......... ™ 
Hanging the Sign, a short pageant written by Mrs. 
Cronk, will be an effective way of presenting this 
subject. It may be used in addition to the pro- 
gram here given. One rehearsal will be sufficient 
and the costuming is simple. 


First Member—When I was a little girl I 
said that I was going to be a missionary, 
and I have never changed my mind. At 
one time I thought that I wanted to go to 
Japan because my mother read me a beau- 
tiful story of a Japanese girl. WhenI heard 
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Mrs. McCaulay tell about the child widows 
in India, I decided that I would be a doctor 
and go to India. Then, at one of our Sum- 
mer Assemblies I heard a deaconess tell 
about the work in the Virgin Islands. That 
seemed to be the most important call. Dr. 
Fry’s talk about South America and the pic- 
_tures which he showed convinced me that 
South America was the most attractive mis- 
sion field. I think that I have considered 
all of our mission fields and have decided at 
one time or another for each field. Now, 
that I have come almost to the time for real- 
ly deciding, I am very undecided. Will you 
help me decide to which country I shall go? 


Second Member—There is no doubt in my 
mind that I would go to Japan if I were 
going to be a missionary. I like the Japan- 
ese people. Our mission in Japan has 
grown rapidly. It is only about thirty-five 
years old. It was started with one mission- 
-ary. Now there are forty American mis- 
sionaries. I know some of them. Do you 
know Faith Lippard? I happen to know 
that she was offered a splendid position in 
one of our colleges in America. She refused 
it because she wanted to work in Japan. I 
am interested in the work that the Rev. 
Clarence Norman is doing. He devotes 
half of his time to newspaper evangelism. 
He is in charge of the Fukuoka office from 
which he issues advertisements presenting 
the Christian message, inviting correspon- 
dence and offering free tracts. In five years 
17,702 persons have applied for Christian 
tracts. 


Third Member—lI agree with you. I 
would go to Japan if I were. going to be a 
missionary. I have met two of the Japan- 
ese students who have come to America for 
their education. I have been much im- 
pressed by their earnestness. When I talked 
with Mr. Inadomi, I found that I had to 

i keep my wits about me in order that I might 
talk intelligently. He is well informed on 
world problems. I understand that he is do- 
ing a splendid work in Japan. He has been 

‘back in his own country for several years. 

Fourth Member—tI have heard that some 
of the best work that is being done is in 
our Boys’ School—Kyushu Gakuin. I have 
just been reading a statement about the 
work in the school, written by Dr. L. S. G. 
Miller. He says: “Christian education is 
one of the most important branches of the 
work of the Church, whether in the home 
land or in foreign fields. If India, Africa, 

China and Japan are to be won for Christ 
it would seem that we must build up strong 
educational institutions. It is an inspira- 
tion to meet with 650 students for the morn- 
ing service and we can well know that these 
services will be helpful to teachers and stu- 


dents.” 
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Fourth Member—Our Girls’ School is 
newer, but it also is doing splendid work. 
Each year for five years a new class of girls 
will be admitted until the school will have 
about 650 students. Dr. Drach says that 
“after a visit to this school one takes away 
two lasting impressions, one of its substan- 
tiality, the other of room for growth and 
progress. Miss Martha Akard is principal 
of the school, while the faculty consists of 
some Japanese and some American teachers. 


First Member—Well, I think that I 
would like to go to Japan and teach in the 
Girls’ School. 


Sixth Member—Japan is certainly an in- 
teresting mission field. I have always 
thought, however, that India offers special 
attractions to women. The lives of the wo- 
men in India are so pitiful that anybody or 
anything that can help make life easier for 
them appeals to me. Then, I know some of 
our women who are working in India. 
Just to talk with Dr. Kugler for a few min- 
utes and hear her tell of the wonderful op- 
portunities that have come to her is an in- 
spiration. Dr. and Mrs. McCaulay are so 
happy in their work in India that I almost 
envy them. Mrs. McCaulay says that she 
has been teaching for a long time in India 
and that she enjoys it all of the time. She 
does many other things besides teaching. 
I am a teacher but I get tired of it. Do you 
know Dr. Arline Beal? She is one of our 
young doctors who has been in India only 
a short time. She has already had a great 
deal of responsibility in a hospital there. 
If I were a doctor I’d go to India. I’d have 
to wait a long time at home to get even half 
as much practice as Dr. Beal has gotten in 
India in a short time. Nellie Cassell is get- 
ting ready to go to India in a year. She 
is finishing her course at the Medical Col- 
lege this year. 

Seventh Member—Of course, every Lu- 
ther Leaguer is interested in our work in 
India. Just as soon as Andhra Christian 
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College is. well started, I believe that there 
are going to be young men from our Luther 
Leagues who will want positions. Dr. 
Strock says that Andhra College is going to 
have a wonderful influence on the boys of 
India. Of course, we are especially inter- 
ested in the Administration Building. Will 
there be some kind of inscription to show 
that the Luther Leagues of America gave 
the money for it? 


Eighth Member—The Luther League of 
Virginia supports Miss Moses who is at the 
Stall Girls’ School in India. The one thing 
that I seem to know about Miss Moses is 
that she loves everybody and that everybody 
loves her. She is an English woman who 
has refused many positions that would have 
paid her large salaries. 

(Call for mention of other missionaries in 
India.) 

First Member—Yes, I think that I would 
like to be a missionary in India. 


Ninth Member—lI’m for new things. 
China would appeal to me if I were going to 
be a foreign missionary. Of course, when 
I say that. I am for new things, I don’t mean 
that China is a new country. I know that 
China is old—very old; but our Lutheran 
work in China is new. Dr. and Mrs. Vos- 
kamp have been in China as missionaries 
since 1884. But the Lutheran Church in 
America has not had a mission there until 
recently. We have taken over the work of 
the Berlin Missionary Society, and while 
we have a new mission in a certain way, we 
have the advantage of beginning in a mis- 
sion that has been established for some time. 
Our Church in America sent out eight new 
missionaries in 1925. We have sixteen 
American missionaries altogether. Some 
of them gave up good teaching positions in 
order that they might teach in China. China 
may not be such a pretty country, but I 
‘think that the need is very great. I would 
go to China. 

First Member—Yes, I think that I would 
like to go to China. What you say appeals 
to me. 

Tenth Member—Well, if I were going to 
be a missionary I would not choose the 
pretty country or the easy task. I know 
that I would go to Africa. To follow in 
the footsteps of David Livingstone and 
David A. Day would be a great joy to me. 
The Rey. Bob Oberly is one of our youngest 
missionaries in Africa. He is supported by 
the Church in Richmond, Virginia. Then 
I cannot keep from thinking of the fact that 
Dr. Charles Brown’s grave is in Africa. 
That makes our mission field almost sacred 
to me. Dr. Mynchenberg is a doctor in our 
Phoebe Hospital. On one occasion he had 
to be doctor, nurse, minister and undertaker. 


- like to go to South America. 
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The home of Dr. Mynchenberg has had a 
great influence. It has been a haven of rest 
to so many. German traders and others 
come quite often to get a little touch of 
home. Many of the patients from the hos- 
pital come for help and advice. The girls 
and boys from the school also come in. 
Parties are held occasionally for the girls 
and boys. Bible classes are taught by Mrs. 
Mynchenberg. 

First Member—I think that I. would like 
to go to Africa. They need me so much. 


Eleventh Member—lt is strange to me 
that none of you have mentioned South 
America. I wouldn’t hesitate a minute if 
I were going to be a missionary. To have 
a mission in a progressive city like Buenos 
Aires appeals to me. Then I understand 
that our form of church service pleases the 
people of Argentina. They like our churchly 
buildings. Dr. White says that our mission 
work in Argentina can never be built up in 
“store room” mission houses. If we want 
our work to succeed we must be able to build 
good churches. But I believe that our 
churches in South America may become self- 
supporting almost before those of any other 
mission do. Ninety-five per cent. of the 
students in our school at Villa del Parque 
passed the government examinations. This 
is a splendid record, since in some schools 
fifty per cent. fail. We have only six 
American missionaries in this mission. That 
seems a very small number when we consid- 
er that South America is our next door 
neighbor.

THE COST OF SIN 
Rom. 6:23; Mark 15 :22-32 
Last week we talked about what sin is. 
This week we will figure out just how much 
sin costs, and the price Jesus paid because 
of it. Toward the end of our lesson we want 
to learn how the price Jesus paid becomes 
the purchase price for our deliverance from 
sin and its consequences. 


(The Leader will see to it that each member has a 
Bible. The references are handed out and called for 
as they treat of their respective headings. The leader 
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will not be satisfied with a mere reading of the refer- 
ences, but will urge that a discussion of each follow.) 


Sin Costs Us 


a. Toil and sorrow.—Gen. 3:16-19; Ps. 
38:3; Isa.-57:20-21. 

b. Shame.—Isa. 6:5; Ezk. 36:31; Rom. 
6:21. What great shame must have come 
over the disciples in the following incidents: 
Matt. 26:36-46; Matt. 26:47-49; Mark 14: 
66-72? 

ce. Hardening of the heart.—Rom. 1:32; 
Eph. 4:18-19; Heb. 3:13. One of the sad- 
dest experiences to befall young people is 
when they willfully silence their better self 
to persist in their sins, to a point where 
their hearts and wills become hardened to 
the call of righteousness. Such behavior 
leads us into hopelessness, Eph. 2:12. 

d. Separates us from worthwhile com- 
panions. How did the sin of Judas rob 
him of worthy friends?

They are spread- 
ing their garments in the way, and cutting 
down olive branches and strewing them in 
the path of the oncoming King; all the 
while saying, “Hosanna to the son of David:

Never before and never 
since has Jerusalem accorded any of her 
many royal and distinguished visitors or 
victors such a welcome. 
coming of the Queen of Sheba, the Crusad- 
ing Kings, the German Emperor, General 
Allenby and many others; when flowers 
paved the way of such kingly visitors and 
throngs heralded their coming; but the hom-

age done Jesus, the King, symbolized an 


altogether different kingly character. 

We want to behold what manner of King 
it is that today, 1930 years after his in- 
auguration, enjoys the Hosannas of millions 
of followers and who in turn enjoy earthly 
bliss and eternal promise. 

Wuo Is Tus KING? 

In Zechariah 9:9 we are told who he is. 

1. He is just. He has no favorites. He 
cannot be bribed (the devil tried it once and 
failed) to forsake His subjects for earthly 
honor. Even His outspoken enemies receive 
forgiveness from Him (Luke 23:34).

2. He is lowly. Riding upon a colt, not — 
upon a war-horse, but an animal the sym- — 


bol of peace, His quest is a peaceful one and 
He champions lowly followers. He bids us 
learn of Him (Matt. 11:29). He shows us 
how to be like Him (John 13:4-5). Paul 
emphasizes this characteristic of our King 
in Eph. 4:2, and Phil. 2:3. 

3. He brings salvation, not terror and 


blood-shed, but happiness, peace and prom- — 


ise of everlasting life. 
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4. He calls Himself King—Matt. 21:5; 
25:34; John 18:37. What is the function 
of Jesus as King as stated in Matt. 25:34? 
What great mission did He come to perform 
on earth as announced in John 18:37? 


His KINGLY OFFICES 


a. He tames us to speak the ruth. He 
stays our hands from doing evil. He con- 
quers our stubborn wills, and wins our re- 
bellious hearts, and makes us His willing 
and obedient subjects. How did He change 
the course of Paul’s life, Acts 9:1-9? Does 
Christ’s attitude in Matt. 26:51-52 indi- 
cate in any way His kingly power over us? 

b. He governs us in Righteousness and 
fills our hearts with love. Napoleon said of 
Jesus, “Alexander, Charlemagne and my- 
self founded great empires, but upon what 
did the creation of our genius depend? 
Upon force. Jesus alone founded His King- 
dom upon love; and to this day millions 
would die for Him.” Our King is a mon- 
arch, ruling with absolute love-control over 
us, and requiring us to be supremely loyal 
to Him. 

c. A. king’s business is to protect his sub- 
jects. Let us see if our King qualifies in 
this respect. Read II Pet. 2:9; I Cor. 10:13; 
Matt. 16:18. What did you find in these 
references? Does our King provide secure 
protection for us? Can any foe hurt us? 
Would you like to be a subject of such a 
King? 

d. He fills us with confident assurance 
that He will in the end conquer completely 
the enemy. This is to be the final achieve- 
ment of our King. Rom. 14:11. 

With Jesus for King who among you 
is ashamed to sing His Hosannas for ever- 
more? Do you think some people who sang 
His Hosannas in our lesson were insincere? 
Are there such people today among us, who 
say “hosanna” today, and “crucify” Him 
tomorrow. Do we ever find ourselves ex- 
pressing disloyalty to our King? 

When the late King Edward of England 
opened the new dock at Cardiff, a fleet of 
boats were eager to pass by in review. 
After the entry of the royal yacht a couple 
of steamers, crowded with little children, the 
inmates of various benevolent institutions, 
swept in. On one of the steamers were 
many deaf-mute children, on whose behalf a 
large banner conveyed a message to his 
majesty in the simple but eloquent words: 
“We cannot shout; we cannot sing; but we 
can love our gracious King.” Some hearts 
cannot demonstrate as others, but they can 
all love. —e— 

April 17, 1927 
MEANING OF THE RESURRECTION 
IL Tim. 1:10 

The Resurrection of Jesus Christ from 

the dead means everything to the Christian. 
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It is the corner-stone of the Christian doc- 
trine and belief. Everything ever said of 
Christ in the Old Testament, and by Him in 
the New Testament, lose the assurance of 
trustworthiness without the Resurrection 
established as a fact. With the miracle of 
the Resurrection proven every act of Jesus, 
whether of a miraculous nature or not, is 
sealed with the mark of verity and truth. 


Its MEANING TO THE DISCIPLES 


They mention it directly one hundred and 
more times in their writings. It was the 
most prominent point in the apostolic tes- 
timony. In the choice of ta successor to 
Judas, who betrayed his Lord, the eleven 
remaining disciples felt it necessary to fill 
his place with one who would “be a witness 
with us in the Resurrection” (Acts 1:21, 
22). The Resurrection of Jesus formed the 
basis of Peter’s great sermon on the Day 
of Pentecost. (Have several members read 
the Pentecostal sermon, emphasizing every 
reference to Christ the Risen One, Acts 2: 
14-36). Again read Acts 17:18; Acts 23:6; 
and I Cor. 15:15. Herein you get the key- 
note, that of the Resurrection, of Paul’s 
preaching and faith. 


Its MEANING FoR Us 


Paul says in I Cor. 15:1, 3, 4 (read) that 
this gospel of the Risen Christ is: ' 

1—Our only standing ground, “wherein 
ye stand.” Who would question the truth 
of this, coming from one who knew the pow- 
er of the Resurrection of Christ as Paul 
knew it? Although, young friends, you 
may not fathom the full meaning of the 
Resurrection (no human does), depend upon 
it to be your one sure and only hope. It 
means everything to our faith and life as 
Christians. 

2—That Christ died for our sins and by 
so doing made atonement for us. This does 
not mean that Christ’s death was only the 
heroic death of a martyr. Many have died 
heroically—martyrs to the cause of right 
and righteousness; but their dying never 
saved the souls of their fellow men. They 
never atoned for sin. Different though with 
Christ. His death was necessary to meet 
the demands placed upon heaven by the 
world’s sins, and furthermore 

3—As Paul says, “He arose again the 
third day according to Scripture.” This as- 
sures us of the validity of Christ’s death; 
for with Resurrection Christ’s death is the 
atoning death of the Son of God. It shows 
the death of Christ to be of sufficient value 
to cover all our sins. In it there is born 
the meaning of absolute satisfaction for 
the blackest sin. ; 

4—The Resurrection further means that 
our faith, our striving after the things that 
are good and holy, and our Christian 
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preaching are not in vain. Let us for a 
moment think of these things as though the 
Resurrection were only a myth. Paul an- 
swers for us by saying, “If Christ be not 
risen, then is our preaching vain, and our 
faith is also vain” (I cor. 15:14), also, “If 
Christ be not risen, your faith is vain. You 
are yet in your sins.” 


What fools we Christians would be to 
spend ourselves and our money, building 
churches and spreading the gospel to the 
ends of the world, were we the least bit in 
doubt about the fact of the Resurrection. 
Yes, but we- know that Christ is Risen, and 
we know also that we shall rise in the great 
day of Judgment. This is our hope—the 
hope that spurs men ond women, boys and 
girls, to lay down their lives for Him; and 
the hope that kindles within every sincere 
heart an unquenchable desire to be found 
worthy of the redeeming love of our Risen 
Lord. 


This gospel of the Resurrection means 
most to the confessed Christian, that is, to 
those who confess the name of Christ at the 
Altar, and who thereafter prove out their 
sincerity by a heart manifestation. Read 
Rom. 10:9. Who are saved? What must 
we have beside “lip service” to be saved? 


Finally, the Resurrection means that we 
will not accept its rich benefits as 
beggarly parasites, but will count all things 
loss compared to the joy and enrichment 
reflected in the possession of the promises 
of eternal life through the Resurrection of 
Jesus Christ (Read Phil. 3:8-10).

THE CHRISTIAN CHOICE OF A LIFE 
WORK 
Matt. 4:18-22 

The choosing of a life work is more im- 
portant than one may suppose at first 
thought. Happiness, contentment, life it- 
self, and the doing of something worthwhile 
and well, depend much upon the right choice 
of a life work. In order to choose rightly 
the job that fits out liking and abilities, we 
should study the field of labor carefully and 
ourselves as well. There are many misfits 
in life, men and women who although not 
job-less, are job-least, that is, they are not 
fitted to their jobs and vice versa. 


Since this whole matter is as important 
as all that, does it not occur to you that 
God might have something to say that will 
help us in choosing our life work? He 
doesn’t want us to be idlers as Matt. 20:1-7 
sets forth; nor does He want us doing one 
thing when we might be doing something 
else a lot better as Matt. 4:18-22 indicates. 
Furthermore, we have Christ’s example of 
not only consulting His Father about a life 
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work, but definitely declaring in Luke 2:49 
that He purposes to do His Father’s will. 

Now in order that we should not make a 
mistake in such an important matter as 
choosing a life work, whether or not it is 
God’s will that we devote full time to the 
ministry or diaconate, we need to give it 
serious attention. 


THE BASIS OF CHRIST'S CHOICE 


At the Beginning of His Ministry—Jesus 
had such a clear conception of God that He 
always consulted His will in making decis- 
ions of such import, as in Luke 4:1-13. Was 
Jesus here offered a chance to enjoy some 
of the “so-called” advantages that youth 
often think of in choosing a life work? 
Name them. Did Jesus choose wisely? 
Why? 

THE PURPOSE AND BASIS OF THE CHRIS- 
TIAN’S CHOICE 


The Purpose of Life—Is more important 
for us to decide than is the work of life. 
With a right purpose our work will be right. 
Christ’s great purpose was to satisfy the 
needs of men, “I came that they may have 
life, and may have it more abundantly,” 
John 10:10. If we select to serve humanity 
our life work will naturally fit into the 
scheme of things. But in order to satisfy 
our minds on the question of a choice of 
a life work we should take these three steps. 


The First Step Is—Prayer. Read Luke 
6:12, 18 to learn how Jesus made use of 
prayer in this respect. The greater the 
task the harder Jesus prayed, as in Mark 
14:32-42. Prayer creates an attitude capa- 
ble of hearing God's voice when He calls. 


The Second Step—Is to put ourselves in 
the way of God’s answer. We must study 
the field, study ourselves, study where the 
need is the greatest, if we would earry out 
the purpose of our lives. We must work in 
addition to praying, but must work in con- 
junction with our prayers. 


The Third Step—Is to make a decision. 
At one time in His ministry the Lord said, 
“T must needs go through Samaria,” and He 
went. His duty was to go through Samaria, 
there being work for Him to do there, so He 
decided to go. The case in mind involved 
hardships, but He brushed these aside and 
went.

A TRIP TO THE HOLY LAND— 
AROUND THE SEA OF GALILEE — 
(Bible Topic) 
(Miss Laura Wade Rice) 

Hymn—“O Galilee, Blue Galilee.” 

Scripture—Mark 3:7-12. I 

Leader—‘Next to little Bethlehem, and 
dearest of all places on earth, Jerusalem, we 
love the blue sea of Galilee. Yet ee 
does not always have blue skies overhead— 
perhaps no other sea changes so quickly 
from blue to gray and from rippling waves 
to angry billows. Suppose we sail away 
from old Jerusalem, away up northward and 
find where the water of Galilee comes tro 
As we go, tell me, has Galilee any other 
name?” : 

Junior—I know—the Lake of Gennesaret 
—-but I don’t know why!” 


Leader—“In Old Testament days it was — 
the Sea of Chinnereth (Num. 35:11, Joshua i 
11:2). The Romans called it ‘the Sea of 
Tiberias, naming it and a big city on its 


shore after Tiberias, the Emperor of Rome. 
There were celebrated hot springs at Ti- 
berias, it was a sort of summer resort. The 
plain on the northwest shore of Galilee was” 
called the plain of Gennesaret. It was a 
place of beauty, a garden spot of the world, 
fruits and flowers gave proof of its rich soil. 
Now look closely, as we sail over it, and 
remember how the sea looks. What lies be-_ 
fore us as we go northward?” 


Junior—‘Snow capped Lebanon and Mt. 
Hermon which the Arabs call the Sheokh 
Mountain. They call springs ‘fountains’ 
here because they bubble up from the ground 
or burst out of clefts in the rocks. Lebanon 
and the Sheokh send their melting snows 


and ice down underground to form their 
springs.”

Junior—‘See—we are right over Hasbeye, 
the farthest north fountain—see it ae

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up between the rocks! Leddan comes next 
—it makes quite a wide stream, but the 
largest and lovliest fountain in the world 
is Bamas, where the Jordan River begins— 
it bursts out of a cavern in the mountains 
white with foam. Ferns and thick shrubs, 
groves of oaks and lovely flowers make it 
one of the earth’s loveliest spots.” 


Junior—‘Long before Abram the He- 
brew come to Palestine, the people of the 
land came here to worship the gods of the 
forest and of the hidden waters. Here 
Herod the Great built a beautiful temple of 
the whitest stone.” 


Junior—‘We come to ‘Merom—a marshy 
lake’ next, as we go southward and here the 
River Jordan begins and plunges down, 
down, down to the Dead Sea. Look at the 
cataracts and waterfalls! Now we are over 
the Sea of Galilee.” 


Junior—‘Except the rest of the Jordan 
Valley no spot on earth is so low as Galilee. 
If we could look westward and see the Medi- 
terranean, we would have to look up 700 
feet to see its surface! We are down almost 
at the bottom of a great pit! The sea looks 
lovely and quiet—but let a strong wind blow 
down from cold Lebanon and it churns the 
still waters into high waves today just as 
it did when Jesus was here.” 

Junior—Reads Mark 4:35-41. 

Leader—“We did not hear so much of 
this sea in the Old Testament. But after 
the Romans became masters of Palestine 
they built fine and rich cities on its shores. 
Caesarea Philippi, Tiberias, Capernaum are 
the names we know the best. Bethsaida and 
Chorazin were smaller, nearby places. Cap- 
ernaum was the home of Jesus for the three 
years that He went about preaching. Beth- 
gaida was the home of Peter, Andrew and 
Philip.” 

Junior—“After Jesus called Peter and 


‘Andrew, James and John, who were fisher- 


men and spent most of their time on the 
sea of Galilee, which held many fish, He and 


“they went into Capernaum. The next Sab- 


bath He taught in the Synagogue.” 
Junior—Reads Mark 1:22-34. 
Leader—“Jesus performed many miracles 
and taught many truths in and about these 
lake cities, they ought to have become good 
places!” 
Junior—Reads Matt. 11:20-24. 
Leader—‘We want to follow the Jordan 
as it leaves the Sea of Galilee. The name 
‘Yarden’ (Hebrew) means ‘that which goes 
If we could draw a straight line 
from the fountain of its source to its mouth, 
it would measure only 115 miles. But Jor- 
dan is a wriggly river. It flows east, then 
west, then turns back and forth till in 115 
miles it has run about 250 miles.” 
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Junior—‘Tt started a clear, clean moun- 
tain stream. But see! It has plunged down 
hill so fast that when it gets to the Sea 
of Galilee it is so full of mud that—look— 
you can almost see it plunge through blue 
Galilee and go out muddy still!” 

Junior—‘ ‘Yarden’ started 1700 feet above 
sea level. At the Lake of Huleh it had al- 
ready plunged down till it was at sea level. 
By the time the river reached the Sea of 
Galilee it was 838 feet below the sea level 
and when it emptied into the Dead Sea it 
was 1,292 feet below the surface of the 
Mediterranean (sea level). It certainly is 
‘the river that goes down!’ ” 

Leader—“Somewhere along its course is 
the place where it divided to let Joshua and 
the people of Israel pass into the Promised 
Land. (Joshua 2:14-17). Somewhere else 
is the place where John was baptized when 
Jesus came to him. (Matt. 3:16,17). The 
Dead Sea is so low and hot that though 
Jordan brings six and a half million tons of 
water into it every day, it never gets any 
higher, and as it has no outlet and the heat 
evaporated the water it is so full of salt 
and other minerals that no fish can live in it 
and its shores are dry and barren. If you 
wanted to bathe in this ‘Salt Sea’ you would 
not need to know how to swim for it would 
not let you sink. At the far southern end 
it is almost proven that Sodom and Gomor- 
rah lie buried beneath its shallow waters. 
The Arabs say even a bird will not fly over 
this Sea of Death. But it is time for us to 
rest—our next trip will take us to Samaria.”

EASTER MEETING—“REJOICE!”

What a joyous day Easter is! The peo- 
ple who lived on the earth hundreds of 
years ago used to believe that the sun 
danced for joy on Easter morning, because 
it was the day on which Jesus arose from 
the dead. The Russian people used to 
celebrate Easter much as we celebrate 
Christmas. They used to give each other 
presents, and they would greet one an- 
other by saying, “The Lord is risen!” In 
this country we are very happy on Easter. 
It seems as if spring comes back when 
Easter comes, but whether the day is sunny 
and warm, or cold and rainy, we love to 
go to Church and hear the story of the 
empty tomb. 

Can you imagine how happy Mary must 
have been when she first saw Jesus? You 
remember, she was weeping in the garden, 
near the tomb, and then she saw her Lord, 
and was told that He was alive forever 
more. His sufferings were over. Caiaphas 
and Pilate had no more power over him. 
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He had suffered for the sins of all the 
people in the world, and had died, but now 
He was Lord even over death, and it had 
no more power over Him. 

How happy Jesus must have been when 
He saw the joy of His disciples. Jesus 
shares our joys as well as our sorrows. He 
knew now that they believed all of the 
things He had told them.

Part 1. John Christian Heyer. Many 
years ago, there lived in Germany, a little 
boy by the name of John Christian Heyer. 
He had a very good mother and father, who 
taught him to love and obey God and to read 
his Bible. 

When John was fourteen years old, his 
parents sent him to America, to live with 
an uncle. Sometimes when boys and girls 
are away from home, they forget to pray, 
or to read their Bibles, or to go to church, 
but John did not. He was such a fine 
worker in the church and so faithful that 
his minister asked him if he would not 
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like to study and become one of God’s” 


preachers. Of course, this was just what 
John wanted to do more than anything else. 

Part 2. Father Heyer. This was many 
years ago, before America had so many 
lovely churches in every city. Our Lutheran 
people were scattered in many little villages 
without churches or pastors. When John 
finished his studying, he became a traveling 
minister or missionary. He went from 
village to village, on foot or on horseback. 
He gathered our Lutheran people together 
and helped them to form churches and 
Sunday schools. 
this and every place he went the people 
learned to love him and called him Father 
Heyer. 

Part 3. Our First Lutheran Foreign 
Missionary. When Father Heyer was al- 
most fifty years old, he felt that God wanted 
him to tell the people of India about Jesus. 
Some of his friends said, “Oh, you are too 
old to be a missionary,” but he knew that 
God would help him. So it was that John 
Christian Heyer went to India as our first 
Lutheran foreign missionary. 

Do you suppose that it was easy to be 
in a heathen land and not be able to speak 
their language? No, it was very hard, but 
Father Heyer was a brave soldier of Jesus. 

These people in India spoke a language 
called Telugu. When Father Heyer wanted 
to talk to them he had to have some one 
translate his words into Telugu. The little 
boys and girls could not read, because there 
were no schools. Father Heyer had a school 
built and he had our catechism’ written in 
Telugu so that these children might learn 
the ten commandments and prayers. 

Part 4. Doctor Heyer. One day Father 
Heyer said, “I am going to be a doctor, too,” 
and away he went, back to America, to learn 
to be a doctor. Just think how brave and 
strong he was! He did learn to be a doctor 
and came back to India to help his people. 
Now he could heal both their bodies and 
their souls. He traveled into parts of India 
where no white man had ever gone before, 
but he was not afraid. 

Part 5. “Here am I, send me.” After 
many years as a missionary in India, 
Father Heyer returned to America, leaving 
other men to carry on his work. He thought 
his work was finished, but twelve years 
after, when dear Father Heyer was seventy- 
seven years old, another call came to him. It 
was just after the dreadful Civil War in our 
country. Having little money and few min- 
isters, no missionaries could be sent to other 
countries. Then John Heyer stood up be- 
fore a group of Lutheran ministers, “with 
his grip in his hand” and said, “I’ll go, send 
me! My people in India must not be with- 
out a shepherd.”

While these important events 
are remembered by us at all times, we need 
a special season for particular meditation 
upon them, and a closer study of their 
significance for us. The purpose of thus re- 
calling our Saviour’s bitter sufferings and 
awiul death is that we may be led to a 
greater hatred of sin, and a deeper love for 
the Redeemer. We seek sincere penitence, 
greater consecration, and a closer walk with 
God.

Now, how may this laudable end best be 
accomplished? What is the most fruitful 
method of keeping Lent? 

The essential things are self-examination, 
meditation upon the Word, prayer, and the 
exercise of charity. These will naturally 
lead us more frequently to God’s house, and 
make us diligent in the observance of all 
the means of grace. 

In order that we may successfully do these 
things, a certain degree of detachment from 
the world is necessary. ‘The world is too 
much with us; late or soon, getting and 
spending, we lay waste our powers.”

Take another objective quick as possible. 
Does your District or State League have 
an objective where your help is needed? 
What about a local League service objec- 
tive? A letter to Rev. M. E. Thomas, D. 
D., 2022 Market St., Harrisburg, Pa., will 
bring suggestions as to projects on the 
foreign field suited to your ability. He is 
a Secretary of the Foreign Mission Board. 
Then you have your own Sustaining Mem- 
bership fund to help. 

I have been appointed Educational Secre- 
tary of the District what shall I do? 

Get in touch with your State or Syno- 
dical League Educational Secretary and 
tell him you are waiting for orders. 
Seek to promote weekly devotionals in all 
your Leagues. You may organize topics 
teams to visit Leagues where there are no 
devotionals. Plan a District Rally on Daily 
Bible Reading. Promote that Reading 
Course with lots of patience and postage. 
Get Queries of an Educational Secretary. 

Have you a Worker’s Handbook? 

No. We ask you to make your own. All 
of our literature will now be put out in 
514x814 inch form so that it can be placed 
in a loose leaf folder of that size. Punch 
holes to fit; use gummed reinforcements. 
Take smaller pamplets and paste them on 
sheets of this size. Gather material from 
everywhere that you may want to use. Make 
your own Handbook. 

Why don’t we get the Bible Readings in 
time to use them? 

Can’t go into that matter of the time of 
the issuing of the Review but I can remedy 
that matter of the Bible references.

Does the Canada Synod League belong to 
the Luther League of America? 


Not yet, but we are hoping!

We are a very old society, nearly as old 
as our Church.

Any organization, of what- 
ever name, belonging to a Lutheran Church 
or Institution may affiliate with the Luther 
League. This is a constitutional provision, 
long established. You can take all or little 
of our program too, tho we believe you will 
do best with the whole program. 


Dowt you think the League ought to have 
some athletics? 


Depends whether the athletic needs of 
your young folks are met elsewhere. Basket- 
ball and baseball leagues are a good thing to 
work up interest where there are a num- 
ber of Leagues near enough together. There 
are so many things to take in consideration 
that it is hard to answer in general terms. 


Does the Methodist Church have a young 
folks society of their own? 


Yes, The Epworth League. 


Why do some Lutheran Churches have 
Christian Endeavors? 


Most of them have some history behind 
them. Very few new Christian Endeavors 
are being organized in Lutheran Churches 
now. Many of the older societies are affili- 
ated with both organizations. There is no 
reason why this can not be done. At one 
time there was much criticism on the part 
of certain sections of the Church of the 
League because of rather difficult topics. 
Most of this criticism has passed. 


Why are not all pastors interested in the 
League? 


Some never had any experience with 
League work in their home Church and re- 
ceived no League information in College and 
Seminary. Naturally they will not be in- 
terested until some one sells the League 
idea to them. Others feel that they must 
concentrate their energies on some other 
kind of Church work, leaving the young 
people’s work to the youth and its leader- 
ship. Still others have been in contact with 
a poor stick of a League that amounted to 
nothing and discouraged them with the 
whole League business. Generally I think 
the pastors never did show the fine interest 
in the League that they do today. 
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SIGN-POST CHRISTIANS 
They show the way but do not travel it. 
So a Russian proverb says of the church 
bell, “It calls to church but goes not in 
itself.” Some Sunday School teachers are 
like that.
